Correspondence  Wanted

peal  of  the  exemption,  adopted  a  resolu- 
tion calling  upon  the  Secretary  of  state,

benefit  from  the  waterway,  rather  than 
the   taxpayer,   should   bear   its   expense. 

The  witness  said  h.-  considered  It  a 
bad  policy  to  charge  no  tolls  on  the 
canal  as  suggested.  Instead  of  "  at- 
'' mpting  to  build  up  the  merchant  ma- 
1  freedom  from  tolls.  Professor 
Johnson  said  It  would  be  better  to  grant 
lain    subsidy    to    American    vessels. 

Aa  to  International  economic  relations, 
he  said,  from  every  aspect  exemption 
worked  a  discrimination  against  foreign 
carriers.

ence.. In  conclusion,  Mr.  McGaf fey  spoke 
of  his  great  faith  In  the  future  of  the 
Island,  and  expressed  his  sincere  thanks 
to  the  executive  and  the  president,  Mr. 
Simon  Lelser,  for  the  encouragement  and 
support  they  had  given  him  and  to  a*!; 
the  gentlemen  who  had  spoken  so  kindly 
of   his  work. 

Tlu>  president's  report  reviewed  the 
activities  of  the  past  year,  and  alluded 
to  the  special  campaign  they  had  In  hand 
for  informing  the  tourist  and  holiday 
maker  of  the  charms  of  Victoria  in  the 
months  of  July,  August  and  September. 
Mr.  Lelser  supplemented  nis  report  by 
an  outline  of  the  situation  in  which  the 
league  found  itself  as  the  result  of  the 
city's  announcement  of  the  impending 
appointment  of  an  industrial  commis- 
sioner.

to  pay  their  office  expenses,  in- 
cluding salaries,   for  another   month 

After  hearty  votes  of  thanks  had  been 
passed  unanimously  to  the  president  for 
his  untfflng  y.eal  and  enthusiasm  for 
the  league,  and  to  Mr.  McCJafrej-,  thank- 
ing him  for  the  splendid  work  he  had 
done  and  wishing  him  every  success  In 
his  broader  sphere  of  work,  the  meeting 
adjourned.  Mr.  J.  J.  Shallcross  remark- 
ed that  It  would  be  inadvisable  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  election  oX  officers  untU  the 
conference  with  the  city  had  taken  place.

Por- 
ter, executive  agent  at  Ileglna,  both  of 
whom  made  the  first  trip  over  the  line 
through  British  Columbia,  traveling 
from  the  prairies  to  Seattle  solely  by 
the  rail  and  the  marine  services  of  the 
G.  T.  P.  Their  enthusiasm  with  refer- 
once  to  the  journey  through  the  North- 
ern sections  of  the  Province  was  un- 
bounded.  They  wore  greatly  impressed 
with  the  agricultural,  mineral,  timber, 
and  other  possibilities  of  that  part  cf 
British  Columbia.  As  to  scenery,  their 
opinion  was  that  no  line  in  the  world 
•A'ould  be  able  to. boast  of  mote  impres- 
sive scenes  of  valley,  mountain,  stream 
ur.tl  waterfall  than  that  which  has  just 
threaded  Its  way  through  the  maees  t>f 
the  Northern  Interior. 

While  there  is  not  a  great  deal  of 
work  to  be  done,  Mr.  Hansard  thinks 
that  the  new  transcontinental  road  will 
not  be  opened  for  operation  from 
Coast  to  Coast  before  August  at 
the  earliest.

The  potentialities  of  the  Canadian 
fisheries  are  hardly  grasped  by  »he  peo- 
ple of  the  Dominion  or,  indeed,  by  any 
except  k  very  few  Individuals,  who  have 
given  the  subject  special  attention. 
-The  CnnMlan  Fisherman  gives  some  in- 
teresting faetB  on  the  extent  of  this 
source  of  industry,  which  we  quote: 

Counting  the  water' areas  within,  and 
adjacent  to,  hor  own  shores.  Canada 
possesses  th.-  mont  txtenslve  tund  abun- 
dant fisheries  in  the  world,  and  no  other 
country  can  claim  to  have  within 
their  territorial  waters 'the  vast  amount 
of  food  fishes  to  be  found  upon  tho 
fishing  grounds  of  the  Dominion. 
Fringing  the  Atlantic,  the  const  line 
rrom  Grand  Slanan,  In  the  Bay 
of  J.'undy.  to  Labrador,  on  the  Straits 
of  Belle  Islc^ — an  appro xl mat. 
measurement,  counting  baya  and  in- 
dentations, of  some  5,500  miles.  Cpon  the 
Pacific  Coast  the  coast  line,  owing  to 
Its  irregular  nature  and  the  number  of 
coves  and  islands,  measures  over  7.000  I 
miles,  while  the  Great  Lakes,  rl\- 
and  lesser  bodies  of  fresh  water  aggre- 
gate a  total  area  of  220,000  square 
miles.  Without  counting  tho  fishing 
"banks"  which  lie  outside  the  territorial 
limits,  all  of  the  great  mileage  men- 
tioned can  be»  called  "fishing  waters," 
as.  with  the  numerous  harbors,  bays, 
coves,  straits  and  Islands  on  both  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  Coasts,  the  Inshore 
areas  are  favorite  spawning  grounds  for 
fish,  and  incidentally  well  sheltered  and 
easily  accessible  for  the  fishermen  pur- 
suing their  vocation  In  the  vicinity.

Work  Must  Be  Done  Locally  by 
Local  Labor  and  Will  Re- 
quire About  Nine  Months  to 
Complete, 


Th*  City  Council,  at  its  meeting  last 
night,  approved  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract between  the  City  and  the  Burrard 
Engineering  Company,  of  Vancouver,  for 
the  fabrication  and  laying  of  the  steel 
revitted  pipe  line  between  Humpback 
reservoir  and  the  city.  As  soon  a*  the 
company  provides  the  bond  guarantee- 
ing the  completion  of  the  work  accord- 
ing to  the  specifications,  the  eon  tract 
will  be  finally  ratifi' 

The  contract  calls  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  the  pipe  In  the  vicinity  of  Vic- 
toria., .the. company  to  supply  pipe  at 
a  rate   of   250   lineal  r   day.      The 

Hirst  pipe  must  lie  delivered  not  later 
days  after  the  signing  of 
the  contract  a  bond  or  li  per  cent  of 
the  total  contract  price  must  be  pro- 
vided by  Borne  satisfactory  bondlng'com- 
pany.  A  clause  providing  for  a  penalty 
of  $50  per  day  for  delay  will  bo  in- 
cluded   In    the   contract. 

Water  Commissioner  Kh.«i  explained 
that  a  rate  of  250  feet  per  day  the  com- 
pany will  complete  its  contract  in  nine 
months.  He  had  no  fear  that  the  city 
would  not  be  able  to  keep  ahead  of  the 
pipe  contractors  in  the  excavating  work.

Mr.  J.  Young,  who  operated  a  uhlntfle 
mill  at  Jordon  River  under  contract  With 
the  Canadian  Pu*At  Sound  Lumbei  <  om- 
pany  until  last  February  17,  la  sulnjr  the 
latter  concern  for  $17  000  for  alleged 
failure  to  carry  out  the  term*  of  the 
agreement.  Th«  action  opened  yester- 
day before  Chief  Justice  Hunter,  in  the 
Supreme    Court.

A  meeting  will 
be  arranged  for  next  Saturday  after- 
noon with  Mr.  Justice  Irving,  and  other 
gentlemen  interested  in  the  project. 

In  support  of  the  municipal  golf  links 
scheme,  Mr.  Justice  Martin  wrote  to 
the  Council  heartily  approving  of  the 
idea,  and  offering  to  donate  a  silver 
trophy  for  the  first  competition  to  be 
held  on  the  links.  He  pointed  to  the 
need  of  such  attractions,  and  referred 
to  the  steps  taken  in  other  Coast  cities 
to  afford  tourists  facilities  for  enter- 
tainment and  amusement.  He  eulogized 
Victoria's  climatic  conditions  as  ideal 
for  golf,  and  expressed  the  opinion  that 
golfers  are  the  best  class  of  visitors. 
He  was  of  the  opinion  that  facilities  for 
the  sport  would  undoubtedly  attract 
many  visitors  who  would  otherwise  not 
come  here.  He  believed  a  beginning 
could  be  made  with  a  nine  hole  course 
along  the  Dallas  Road,  and  stated  that 
the  city,  if  It  should  decide  to  inau- 
gurate the  civic  links,  would  doubtless 
have  the  advice  of  the  expert  employed 
by    the    Victoria   Golf   Club. 

Mderinan  Cuthbert  complimented 
Justice  Irving  and  those  other  gentle- 
men who  have  interested  themselves  in 
the  project,  pointing  out  that  while  they 
can  enjoy  themselves  at  the  game  un 
their  own  club's  property,  they  are, 
nevertheless,  desirous  that  the  public 
as  a  whole  shall  have  equal  opportuni- 
ties to  enjoy  the  game.  Personally,  he 
did  not  care  where  the  course  was  lo- 
cated. Beacon  Hill  Park  and  Mount 
Douglas  Park  had  been  suggested,  but 
the  question  of  location  of  the  proposed 
links  could  >be  left  to  the  committee 
to  study. 

Alderman  Dllworth  doubted  if  Mount 
Douglas,  which  , is  rather  heavily  tim- 
bered, would  be  available  except  at  a 
large  outlay.  He  thought  that  the  Dal- 
las Road  .foreshore  was  so  frequented 
by  children  and  others  that  golf  played 
there  might   prove  a  danger.

;  clear  that  the  Municipal  Council  of  Oak 
Bay  Is  not  in  favor  of  horse  racing  at 
the  forthcoming  Dominion  Fair  and- IS 
.  especially-  antagonistic  to  a  prolonged 
meet.  Further,  it  became  evident  that 
this  year  the  Council  does  not  intend  to 
deal  with  any  organisation  or  party 
with  regard  to  the  concessions  to  be 
granted  at  the  Fair,  except  the  Victoria 
City  Council. 

Reeve*  Oliver  stated  that,  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  works  committee  of  the 
Oak  Bay  Council,  the  subject  of  the 
shows  to  be  held  at  the  Willows  Park 
was  discussed.  He  was  requested  to 
communicate  with  the  City  Council  on 
the  matter.  He  pointed  out  that  in  the 
past  several  misunderstandings  between 
Oak  Bay  and  the  the  city  flud  arisen 
from  applications  by  the  city  or  its 
lessees  for  licenses  or  other  privileges 
connected  with  showa  held  at  the  Wil- 
lows. The  Council  of  Oak  Bay  had  al- 
ways felt  that  these  misunderstandings 
need  never  have  arisen  -  if  sufficient 
notice  had  been  given  to  the  Oak  Bay 
Council  of  an  Intention  to  apply.  The 
trouble  had  always  arisen  ifrom  the  fact 
that  the  application  had  been  made  at 
the  last  moment,  so  that,  there  had  been 
no  opportunity  for  the  Oak  Bay  Council 
to  meet  with  the  City  Council  and  dis- 
cuss the  matter  quietly. 

"We  do  not  wish  to  have  this  trouble 
repeated  during  the  present  year,"  con- 
tinued Mr.  Oliver's  communication,  "and 
we  are,  therefore,  anxious  to  hear  from 
you  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  as  to 
what  prlvilegesvthe  city  or  us  lessees 
may  be  likely  to  wish  to  obtain  from 
the  Oak  Bay  Municipality.  I  have  also 
been  directed  by  our  Council  to  say  that 
in  any  application  we. will 'only  recognize 
and  deal  directly  with  the  city,  and  that 
all  applications  must  cdme  directly  from 
the  city. 

^'liile  not  wishing  to  interfere  in 
any  way  with  the  plans  that  the  city 
may  have  made  with  respect  to  any  of 
their  shows,  i  may  say  that  there  is  a 
very  strong  feeling  in  our  Council 
against  granting  permission  for  any 
prolonged  horse-racing,  and,  in  saying 
so.  I  am  putting  the  feeling  of  the  Coun- 
cil very  mildly.  I  may  say  that  the 
majority  are  against  a  racing  meet  al- 
together."

80  per  cent  of  all  Insanity 
and   up  to  90  per  cent  or   alt   crime,. 

Legislation  was  needed  for  the  pretMKf 
tion  of  accidents.  Sufficient  grants  ot 
money  should  be  forthcoming  from  Gov- 
ernments to  carry  out  the  laws'  and  for 
the  treating  in  a  proper  manner  of  the  In- 
digent sick. 

Dr.  'Procter  concluded  with  an  earnest 
appeal  for  work  to  arouse  the  nation  to  a 
sense  of  the-  responsibility  of  each  ln- 
dl.ldissi  vltlaeu  tu  uwbst  thla  dread  fue  uf 


disease  and  to  enlighten  the*  public  con- 
science In  this  respect.  "Is  it  not  Infinitely 
woeful  when,  In  this  stage  of  civilisation,  a 
pteoe  of  money  la  so  often  aet'  agalset  a 

bitter  tear,  a  shrewd  bargain'sgaissTTk 
sick  and  tS-ed  heart?"  he  asked 

At  the-  close  of  the  address,  Miss 
Wright  expressed  the  gratitude  of  the 
nurses  and  asked  for  a  standing  vote 
of   thanks. 

An    Elght-Xoar    Say 

The  matter  of  an  eight-hour  day  for 
•  h'.f-pltal  nurses  was  brought  before  the 
meeting  by  Miss  McDonald  who,  after 
accepting  the  position  of  police  officer, 
had  been  a  graduate  nurse.  She  ar- 
gued that  nursing  was  more  strenuous 
work  than  teaching,  or  most  of  the  call- 
ings followed  by  educated  women,  and 
that,  Doth  for  the  sake  of  the  nurses 
and  patients,  the  hours  for  nurses  In 
training  and  graduates  in  hospitals 
should  be  shortened.  Miss  Wright,  of 
New  Westminster;  Miss  Randall,  of 
Vancouver,  and  several  others  argued 
agailnst  this  view  of  the  case.  The 
eight-hour  system,  where  it  bad  beeu 
ttied  had  not  been  found  good  for 
young  girls,  as  the  labor  demanded 
was  too  constant  and  too  hard.  The 
considerate  matron,  under  present  con- 
ditions, could  arrange  so  that  no  nurse 
suffered  from  overwork.  The  frequent 
change  of  nurses  was  bad  for  the 
patients.  Mtes  Wright  pointed  to 
high  standard  of  health  among  student 
nurses  an'1  their  freedom  from  respon- 
sibility. She  and  others  pointed  out 
that  an -eight-hour  day  would  be  an  Im- 
possibility In  private  nursing,  where 
a  nurse  was  forced  to  assume  the  whole 
responsibiity  of  critical  cases  during 
the  Intervals  between  the  visits  of  the 
physician. 

Dr.  Proctor  was  asked  to  express  an 
opinion  on  the  question  of  shorter  hours, 
hut  declined  to  do  so,  saying  at  the 
same  time  that  the  discussion  brought 
homo  to  him  how  greatly  men  of  his 
profeslon  relied  on  the  nurses'  faith- 
fulness. 

The  president  usked  Mrs.  Justin  Gil- 
bert to  speak.  She  expressed  in  a  few 
words  her  appreciation  of  the  work  of 
the  nurses. 

The  president  expressed  her  great 
pleasure  at  the  very  large  attendance, 
and  the  convention  closed  with  tho 
National  Anthem.

-the    test    through    the    medl  the 

newspapers  and  tho  golf  magazines, 
cannot  have  failed  to  read  the  lesson 
that  tho  day  of  the  gutta  solid  ball  has 
passed  almost  as  completely  and  cer- 
tainly as  has  that  of  the  old  frigate 
as  a  weapon  of  attack  or  defence  In 
war  time.

Recent  hoavy  weather  has  delayed 'to 
a  certain  extent  the  operations  at  the 
•Olden  Porattbrwdrinrter, -but/Jfc 
the  inclement  conditions,  good  progress 
•has  been  made  in  laying  the  huge 
granite  blocks  that  will  form  the  outer 
face  of  the  great  sea  wall.  The  work 
of  laying  these  huge  boulders  is  being 
superintended  below  the  waterline  by 
two  divers.  As  the  work  proceeds  sea- 
wards It  is  probable  that  the  number  of 
divers  will  be  Increased. 

The  granite  being  used  in  the  break- 
water construction  is  quarried  at  Hardy 
Island,  and  shipments  are  now  arriving 
regularly  at  the  site  off  Ogden  Point. 

Slowly  but  surely  the  big  sea  wall  is 
being  built  up.  Kven  at  this  stage,  for  a 
short  distance,  the  blocks  can  be  dis- 
cerned some  10  Or  12  feet  -below  low 
water  mark.  The  engineers  working  on 
the  Sir  John  Jackson  contract,  state  that 
it  is  impossible  to  give  an  approximate 
date  when  the  blocks  will  appear  above 
the  wator-line.  but  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  Victorians  will  be  able  to 
see  for  themselves  the  first  signs  of  the 
huge  undertaking  that  has  been  under 
way  for  the  past  year.  The  dumping  of 
rubble  on  the  site  Is  also  being  carried 
out  at  a  satisfactory  rate  and  it  Is  alto- 
gether probable  that  the  %n  imped

Theft    of    Flowers 

Sir.  -Vour  correspondent  writing  of 
the  practice  of  removing  flowers  and 
flower  holders  from  the  graves  at  Ross 
Bay  Cemetery  has  touched  on  a  matter 
that  requires  serious  attention. 

Until  the  last  year  or  two.  there  seem 
to  have  been  little  cause  for  complaint, 
but  latey  there  has  been  such  an  In- 
crease In  the  number  Of  cases  of  Which 
we  have  heard  of  the  holders,  and 
sometimes  the  flowers  themselves,  be- 
ing removed,  that  it  is  quite  time  ef- 
fective measures  were  taken  to  stop  tho 
practice. 

That,  in  my  opinion,  many  people  do 
not  steal,  but  just  borrow  these  vases, 
etc.,  does  not  help  the  unfortunate  losers 
bringing  a  bunch  of  fowers,  and  finding 
the  holders  gone. 

As  an  indication  of  the  extent  of  the 
practice.  On  Good  Friday,  three  cases 
came  under  my  notice  In  which  seven- 
teen out  of  a  total  of  twenty-eight  re- 
cep »n el"*!  hqd  bepp  removed  In  less  than 
a  month.  On  Easter  Sunday,  members 
of  my  family  saw  a  man  dellberately 
send  his  children  to  collect  a  few 
flowers  from  severer  grave*,  and  place 
them  on  one.ln  which  he-  appeared  to  be 
interested,  unforutnately.  I  did  no'. 
hear  of  this  until  it  was  too  late  to 
take  that  action  t  would  have  liked  to 
have   taken. 

As  to  remedies,  if  X  may  be  pardoned 
for  suggestions.  There  is  not  the 
-slightest  doubt  with  those  of  us  who 
live  close  enough  to  the  cemetery  as 
to  be  able  to  form  an  opinion,  that  tho 
superintendent  is  a  thoroughly  capable 
and  conscientious  official,  but  he  seems 
to  have  so  much  active  manual  labor 
to  perform  that  he  cannot  posslby  act 
as  an  efficient  guardian.  My  own 
opinion,  and  1  have  heard  similar  ex- 
pressions from  others,  is  that  if  thi-s 
gentleman  was  wholly  relieved  from 
manual  labor,  and  either  given  a  proper 
badge  of  authority  or  a  uniform,  .••
